U.S. Secretary Of Defense

WASHINGTON UP)—S ecretary of 
Defense Wilson disclosed Monday he 
Is sticking to the plan for a further 
cut in Army m anpow er strength.

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HOOVER GROUP 
ASKS REVAMP 
OF TRANSPORT 


By LICE G A RR ETT 
WASHINGTON UP*—'The govern­ 
ment could save 150 million dol­ 
lars a year by consolidating its 
transportation services, the Hoover 
Commission says. 
In addition, it said in a weekend 
report to Congress, the government 
should give a bigger slice of the 
three billion dollars it now spends 
for transportation to private in­ 
dustry. which the commissioji said 
badly needs it. 


The report was another in a ae­ 
ries from the Commission on Or­ 
ganization of the Government'* E x ­ 
ecutive Branch. Former President 
Hoover heads the commission. 
It said all Defens® Department 
transport should be put under a 
military director, and all that for 
civilian branches of the govern­ 
ment under a civilian director. 
It recommended that the 
De­ 
fense Department re-establish the 
Military Air Tranrport System aa 
a consolidated service That would 
eliminate separate, and in some 
cases parallel, services aet up for 
their own use by the Navy and Air 
Force. 


The report was particularly crit­ 
ical of the Air Force syatem. which 
it aald had been used to transport 
such things as blank forma, re­ 
ligious goods, athletic equipment, 
musical instruments, lumber, and 
laundry and dry cleaning equip­ 
ment.

The hypothalamus sits atop the

COURT REFUSES 
SOLON APPEAL 
ON “KICKBACK"

WASHINGTON (jO—The Supreme 
Tour has ruled against former 
Rep. Ernest K. Bramblett (R— 
Calif) in his first appeal from con­ 
viction on a charge that he made 
false reports about his office pay­ 
roll. 
In 
prosecuting 
Bramblett 
the 
Justice Department contended the 
false statements were made in a 
salary “ kickback” deal which net­ 
ted him about $3,300, 
Bramblett contended the false 
statem ent law under which he was 
convicted did not apply to the legis­ 
lative branch of government. But 
the Supreme Court rejected this 
argument, 6-0. 
Bramblett faces a possible max­ 
imum sentence of 35 years In pris­ 
on and a $70,000 fine. But he said 
he will appeal on other points of 
law which were not before the 
Supreme Court in the case decided 
yesterday. 
Overrode liOwer Court 
In a 5^3 decision, the high tri­ 
bunal said lower federal courts 
may not issue injunctions to halt 
state court proceedings, including 
labor disputes covered by the Taft- 
Hartley law. 
Justice Frankfurter, speaking for 
the majority, said state court pro­ 
ceedings must be allowed to run 
their course, with the ultimate de­ 
cision subject to review by the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 
The CIO Amalgamated Clothing 
'Workers had challenged an injunc­ 


tion issued by a oounty court in 
Cleveland which banned peaceful 
picketing of Richman Bros. Co. 
clothing stores. 
In another labor case, the Su­ 
preme Court unanimously set aside 
state court orders which had the 
effect of requiring AFL teamsters 
to eross picket lines at a Louisville 
factory of the American Tobacco 
Co. In this the Kentucky Court 
orders had run their full course.

COURT UPHOLDS 
MW TO COMPEL 
TESTIMONY IN 
SECURITY CASES 


NEW YORK SP—The U. S. Court 
of Appeals has unanimously upheld 
tht new law designed to compel 
witnesses to testify under immunity 
from prosecution in cases involving 
the national security. 
There were notes of reluctance 
in the three judges’ decision, how­ 
ever. as the law passed It* first 
test of constitutionality. 
Chief Judge Charles E. Clark said 
tn a separate opinion: 
‘‘I concur but regretfully. For the 
steady and now precipitate erosion 
of the Fifth Amendment seems to 
me to have gone far beyond an y -1 
thing within the conception of those 
Justices of the Supreme Court who 
by the narrowest of margins first 
gave support to the trend in the 
1890 s.” 
To Reach Supreme Court 
The unanimous opinion, written 
by Judge Jerome N Frank, suggested 
that the case should be heard by 


“18 other” ears—the nine-member 
U. S. Supreme Court. 
Separate concurring opinions were 
written by both Clark and Judge 
Clarence Galeton. 
The case, decide yesterday, is ex­ 
pected to reach the Supreme Court 
ultimately. 
Specifically, the Court of Appeals 
affirmed a six-month jail term im­ 
posed on William Ludwig Ullman, 
former Air Force major and govem- 
men civilian employe, for contempt 
of court. 
Refused To Testify 
Ullman twict refused to testify 
before a grand jury here investi­ 
gating a Washington wartime espio­ 
nage ring after immunity from pros­ 
ecution had been granted to him 
under the new law. by U. S. Dist. 
Judge Edward Weinfeld. 
Ullman, 47. has been accused a 
number of times to being a former 
Soviet spy inside the Pentagon. 
In refusing to answer questions 
before the grand jury, Ullman con­ 
tended the government was invoking 
the new immunity law as a device to 
entrap him into a perjury charge, 
even though the immunity granted 
would make it impossible for him to 
incriminate himself as a spy.
